— Taervan you my hearty sha ’s':s for your letter, and 
difcourfe upon the fifhery. You difcover in both a true 
love of your country, and, (excepting fome civilities to 


me,) a very good jugdment, with wifhes to this 
Vicious kingdom, a perfect knowledge of the {abject 
you treat, But you are more temperate than I, and con- 


fequently much wifer ; for corruptions are aj to make 
me impatient, and give offence, which you prudently 
avoid. 

_Ever fince I began to think, I was enraged at .the 
folly of England, in fuffering the Dutch to have almoit 
the whole advantage of the fishery, jult under our nofes. 
The late Lord Weemys told me he was Governor of a 
caltle in Scotland, near which the Dutch ufed to fith. 
He fent to them io a civil manner, to defire they would 
fend him fome fith, which they brutifhly refufed.— 
Whereupon he ordered three or four cannon to be dif- 
charged from the Caftle, (for their boats were in reach 
of the fhot,) and immediately they fent him more than 
he wanted. 

The Dutch are a kind of fharpers among a parcel of 
honeft gentlemen, who think they underftand play, and 
are bubbled out of their money. love them for the 
love they have oftheir country ; which, however, is no 
virtue in them, becaufe it is their private intereft, which 
is. direétly contrary ih Englagd.—In the Queen’s time, 
I did often prefs the Lord:Treafurer Oxford, and o- 
thers of the ry eal we this very fubjeét ; but the 
anfwer was, “ We mutt not offend utch ” who 
at that very“time were oppofing us in all our {teps to- 
wards a sakes, I laagh to fee the zeal of Miniftry a- 
bout the fifhery at Newfoundlynd (I think) while no 
care was taken againft the Dutch fithing juft at our 
doors.

does not-amount to 200,000]. The few honeft 
men among us are dead-hearted, poor, and out of fa- 
your, and power. I talked to two or three Members 
of the Houfe of Commons about your fcheme ; they 
agreed with me it would be hi ig brah sie but 
that there was not virtue enoug anrong us to put 
it into execution. — 

A gentleman of this kingdom, three years ago, was 
engaged in a fifhery in the North; he‘got men from 
Orkney to cure his fith, but the vage prorle in Ire- 
Jand are fo lazy, that he could get no body to join him, 
“and fo the projec fell, and he loft two-thirds of his 
money. Oppreffed beggars are always knaves, and } 
believe there are hardly any others among us ; they had 
rather get a agg td knavery, than five pounds by 
honeft dealings. ey loft 300,000l. for ever in the 
tine of the plague at Marfeilles, when the Spaniards 
would have bought all their linen from Ireland, but the 
merchants and traders fent over fuch abominable {tuff 
that it was returned back, and fold for a fourth of 
its value. This is our condition, which you may pleafe 
to pity, bat never commend. I with you good fuccefs 
with all my heart. I have always loved good projects, 
but have ever found them to mifcarry.

DEATH OF F. F. ROSSEAU. 

Citizen Corancez having lately published, at Paris, an Essay 
on the Writings of J. J. Rosseau, in which he states some 
‘reasons for thinking that this celebrated man anticipated the 
yarns of his life, and shot himself with a pistol, his Widow 
Ahas written the following letter to him, inserted in the— 
Journal de Paris.” 


Plefis, Belleville, 27th Prairial, 
Fune 15, 6th year. 
MARIE THERESE LEVASSEUR, WIDOW OF J. J. 
ROUGSEAU, TO CITIZEN CORANCEZ. 
“© Citizen, . 

 ¥ am jultly afflicted at the details you give of the 
death of my hufband, after the manner which you fay 
you heard it related at an inn. That death is, and e- 
ver fhall be, prefent ta my memory as long as [ live, 
and I can now retrace ail its circumftances ; but firft 
accept from the widow of your friend the double re- 
proach-ef having long forgotten her, and neglected to, 
confult her previous to your writize. 

. **€ On the 3d of July 2778, and not on the 2d, my 
hufband rofe at his ufual hour, and did not go out that 
motning : he was to have given a leifon to MademoifeHe 
Girardin the younger, f and the fervant prepared 
for him whatever» was neceffary for the toilet. We 
breakfafted, but he'did not ; having dined the day be- 
fore at the Chateau Ermenonville, and perhaps eaten 
rather heartily, he felt himfelf indifpefed. After break- 
faft he told me that the lockfmith employed in fitting 
up our furniture defired to be paid, and I went to take 
him, the money. At my return (it was not yet ten 
o'clock), in afcensting the ftaircafe, I heard the plaintive 
cries‘of my hufband. Entering haftily, I found him 
lying on the couch, and called for athitance. He bid 
me defift, fer he had need of nobody now that I was 
returned. Jn obedience to his defire J fhut the door, 
and threw open the windows. With all my {trength I 
then aflifed in patting my hufband to bed. I made 





him take fome drops of Lau de Carmés, which he himfelf 


poured eut. I came to him: holding his hands, and: at 
the moment when I thought him much relieved, he fell 
with his face tothe ground fo forcibly ‘as-to overturn 
me. I raifed myfelf, fending forth piercing cries.— 
The door was locked : M. Girardiny-who had another 
key to our apartment, came in, and not Madame Girar- 
din; 1 was covered with the blood which iffued [rom 
the face of my hufband. He then expired, holding 
my hands inclofed in his, without uttering a fingle 
word. 

“ T aver to you; I aver to my fellow citizens ; I aver 
to pofterity, that my hufband died in my arms in the 
manner I have defcribed ; that he did not poifon him- 
felf with a dith of coffee ; that he did not blow oat his 
brains with a piftol fhot. 

“ Ina fhort time after my hufband’s arrival at Er- 
menonville, that refidence excited his fears, and he 
communicated to me the néceffity for his return to Pa- 
tis. ‘They appeared to me unfounded (I am bathed in 
tears at the recollection.) No, I fhall never forgive my- 
felf my obftinacy in remaining at Ermenonville. Nei- 
ther the prefling inftances of M. de Girardin, who often 
befought me on his knees not to give my confent to re- 
turn to Paris, nor the enormous expence which our re- 
moval coft us, and which muft be again repeated, ap- 
pear to me fince his death, but as very weak excufes.— 
My hufband being dead, and forgetting all that he faid 
to me, I threw mylelf into the power of that man who 
had proftrated himfelf before me, I remitted him all the 
ready money in my houfe; I let him take poffeflion of 
the manufcripts of L’Herbier, of the mufic, and all thofe 
other things of which our property was compofed. 

“ As rapid in his caufe as an eagle in its ‘courfe, 
this man arrived at Geneva, and without confulting me, 
or giving me time to recollect myfelf, he fold all my ef- 
feéts for bills of exchange, which have not been paid, 
and for which I have fioce been obliged to accept of an 
annuity, ; ; 

‘* I fhould not forget to inform you, that the money 
which I gave him to take care of me during my life, he 
has repaid in aflignats. 

“ There now remains for the widow of your friend, 
the widow of J. J. Rouffeau, almoft 80 years of age, 
only a {mall annuity, badly paid by tfome individuals, 
anda penfion of 1500 livres granted her by the nation, 
of which the 5th year isnow due, and which is placed 
upon the fame footing as the great penfions and anoui- 
ties. Thus does fhe inhabit a thatched cottage in. want 
of almoft every thing.
